CmoAOO, March 15.—A special dis- 
patch from Boston via London says: 
The storm has raged incessantly for two 
days all over New England as far as the 
ecanty communications 
could reach. 
Every railroad out of the city is com- 
pletely blockaded and the only tele- 
graphic communications is by the Com- 
mercial Cable company's line to Lock- 
port, Maine, and thence by cable to 
London. 


Never before was there such a com- 
plete prostration of business and the 
damage to property must amount to an 
enormous sum. 


PITTSFIEIID, Mass., March 
16.—Not 
even sleighs can pass on any road in 
this country. 
Not a train has been 
moved on the Boston and Alt>any road 
between Springfield and Albany during 
the past twenty-four hours. 


N B W Y O B K , March 15.—The weather 
is again warm and bright and the pros- 
pect is there will be much thawing. 
Great banks of dirty snow are still piled 
on either side on all the streets. 
The 
railroads leading into the city are all 
moving and the business men in New 
Jersey, Long Island and the upper part 
of the state reached New York this 
morning for the first time since Satur- 
day. 
Some surface cars are running. 


Almost all the New Jersey towns with- 
in fifteen miles of New York now» have 
some sort of a railroad cofinecting with 
this city. 
Over 1,100 business men 
were snowed in at Roeeville. 
The food 
supply is running very short in Jersey 
towns and but little fresh meat and no 
milk, eggs, or vegetables can be obtain- 
ed at any price. 


The chances of getting relief from 
New York are small, as the supply here 
is decidedly short. 
The first mail from 
Philadelphia and Baltimore since Mon- 
day came this forenoon.

WASHmoTON, March 15.—The weath-

COMPROMISED.

The Great Burlington Strike Does UTot 
^ Appear to Be at An Ea4 
Just Yet. 


C H I O A O O , HI., March 
15.—Yesterday 
was the largest day 's business done by 
the Burlington sin'^ the strike began. 
Besides the transfer business, 
twenty- 
two local freight trains came in and ten 
were sent oat. 
The Burlington officials 
now claim they have 700 engineers em- 
ployed. 


A hundred delegates, representing the 
brotherhood of engineers and firemen of 
every railway entering Chicago, were in 
session nearly eight hours. 
When the 
meeting came to a close it was an- 
nounce that the enginemen from each 
of the roads west, northwest and south- 
west had formally voted to "stick by the 
Burlington men"—that is, to refuse un- 
der any circumstances to handle a single 
Burlington oar. 


The Burlington company filed a bill 
last evening, before Judge Gresham, 
asking an affirmative injunction to com- 
pel the Belt Line railway company of 
Chicago to handle freight for the Bur- 
lington. 
The judge will also be asked 
to make an order to prevent the Belt 
Line and its officers from refusing to 
handle " Q " freight, and especially to 
restrain its employes from declining to 
do so. 


The Burlington cose against the Belt 
line has been postponed, the Belt line 
now handling "Q" freight. 


OouNoa B L U F F S , l a , March 15.—All 
the Union Pacific engineers, who aban- 
doned their engines yesterday, are on 
duty again this morning and the freight 
traffic is going on as usual. 
All cars on 
the Burlington line are apparently be- 
ing side tracked.

Medad Y. Miller was a farmer in Huron, 
Beadle county, Dak. 
He was supposed 
to be wealthy, and had a good farm. In 
view of these facts he had no diihculty 
In borrowing money. 
At the Union 
bank, of hisjtown, he obtained $1,500 on 
a chattel mortgage on cattle he said he 
owned, and at another bank got $1,200 
by a similar transaction. 


Then he skipped for California, fol- 
lowed by J. W. Campbell, one of the 
officers of the Union bank. 
Miller 
learned that Campbell was on his track, 
and ffed to Austmliu. xne b»uk ir»okod 
his movements through Australia, the 
Mediterranean countries, the Holy Land 
and France, until he reached England, 
where they lost sight of him. 


A few weeks ago, the bank received 
an anonTmous letter from this city say- 
ing that the man they wanted was here. 
Detectictives were put on the case, and 
they finally found that M. M. Vinton, at 
No. 30 Beech street, answered to the 
description of Miller. 
They notified 
Mr. Campbell and, this morning, he ar- 
rived. 
Then the two detectives arrested 
Vinton and tooK him to the central sta- 
tion, where he was confronted by the Da- 
kota bank officer, who immediately rec- 
ognized him.
